Youngstown. Ohio. April 20. — Six 
lIveB were the toll of the nlght'B 
-work which Qrant O. Rickert, a 
plnnlMr, who fMr«d he wm going 
"blind, performed with ax and hatch- 
et when he slaughtered hU wife Ce- 
celia, aged 4 0, whom he shot, and 
hi* children, Charlotte, aged 15; 
Helen, aged 13: Pearl, aRcd 10, and 
Kaymond, aged 8, and laatly, hlm- 

Edwin C. Rickert, aged 17, is liv- 
ing because he fought his way to 
tlip top floor, dead or dying, 
after hp had been slnirk on tho bark 
of the hpad with tlie hlooily hatchf't. 
He escaped to a neigbor's and there 
the alarm, bnt too late to save 
Ills mother and hia little brothers 
«nd sisters, whom the pollee found 
scattered from tho ground floor to 
the top floor 1 (lead or dying. 

Tlicn tlic Insane man shot him- 
self and fell dying, the revolver still 
la hft gtup. th« bloody h«(eii«t 
acaroely beyond his linger tips. 

Rickert started with the Iwbe be- 
side the mother and tougtit aKulnsr 
her to acrompliRh its death, and 
then killed tin' mother herself. 

Raymond, the baby, was hit twiee 
on the side of the head with the 
hatchet, and died at the City Hos- 
Vltal this morning, his skull fright- 
■fulb' eriished. 

The mother, shot In the left side 
<>f the hi-M\ jMst abovs ths ear. was 
killed Instantly. 

The maniac then proceeded to tin 
second story, where the other chll- 
«lren slept. He encountered Edwin 
the seventeen-year-old boy, who re- 
I'elved three sralp wounds from the 
hatchet and threw up his hands to 
vruTi off others, throwing his fath- 
«r downstairs and succeeding in es- 
caping to a neighbors, but in n 
frightful condition. 

f'harlotfe and Tfelen, aged ir> and 
I."!, respertively. lay In a bed at the 
lop of the stairs. Tlu> former was 
vtrnik on the left temple with the 
bafrhet and a bullet sent through 
her head. The latter died from a 
hlow over the left ear from the 
hatchet. 

Pearl, aged 10, was in her bed by 
herself. A hatrliet hlnw bark of the 
bead and a bullet, wbirh penetrated 
ber head throunh her left cheek, 
fneder her life. She lived until this 
morning, as did Raymond. 

The father was always considered 
"queer" during the SI years he had 
lived here. Me was an able journey- 
mnn plumber, but roiild not keep his 
jobs. He went Into Ixislness for 
liimself, but was not successful. 

ills wife, slaving for the family, 
baked bread tor the nelghtwrs In or- 
der to keep herasif and the children 
and aend them to aehool. Three 
Were In the high school. 

Ki'licii «rote a note giving the 
fear of apiiroac liiim Idlndness and 
1inan< lal worries as the cause for the 
deed. Another letter he left on the 
kitchen table was addressed to the 
Coroner. The flrst was to his broth- 
er-in-law, A. M. Appel. and con- 
tained an insurance policy for $2,- 
<ioo, $1.'> In rash and some few no- 
tations. Here is the letter hs wrote 
to the Coroner: 

"Mr. Coroner: I have a doien 
good reasona for doing such a terrl- 
hle deed. To sum up, T dread the 
future for niy wife ami children. 
For Ave years I have had ulcerated

eldest son has trouble with his ears. 
My wife has had dliiy spells and 
sometimes , becomss nneonacious.

"P. S. — I could write a year and

Tyler, who is forty-five years of 
at-'e. «as recently aii|iillted of a se- 
ri' ii: ,11:-. ipi ri il by his daugh- 
ter, who told her story before the 
grand jury. She is the mother of 
two children, and many belieTe that 
she told the truth before th,e grand 
Jury. 

Feelinp ran high after the ac- 
fjuittjil of Tyler and there was talk 
of mob violence for several days. Af- 
ter the mistreatment of the man. hs 
was sent Into ths honas and later a 
member of the mob aent a physi- 
rlan to look after him. He has a 
wife and several grown sons and

As the result of having taken 

about an ounce of laudanum with 
suicidal intent, David Knott, a high- 
ly respected citizen of llaynesvllle. 
Ohio county, died Wednesday night 
about 9 o'clock, at the home of his 
son, Lafs Knott. 

Mr. Knott was about 65 years of 
age. and his mind had been unbal- 
anced for some time. Hi' has been 
living in the Haynesviile neighbor- 
hood for about 2ii years, baring 
moved there from Indiana. 

This Is ths second time that Knott 
attempted to take his life. About 
one month ago he procured g bottle 
of Inudantim at WhitesviUs and 
drank most of the contents, but for- 
tunatelv his condition was discover- 
ed in time to save bis life. Hs made 
another effort to aoenre laudaaani at 
PordsTlIle. but in this he was un- 
successful. About ten days ago Mr. 
Knott was in Owensboro, and it Is 
believed that while there he pur- 
( iinsed ths laudanum that ended his 
life. 

Mr. Knott took ths laudanum on 
Taoadajr ntght, and hs lay in a stu- 
por all day Wsdnesday. All sUforts 

to arouse him were unavailing, and 
he died Wednesday nli;ht. He Is 
survived by one daughter, Mrs, Kin- 
ma McDanlel, of Arkansas, and one 
son, Mr. Lafto Knott, of Haynesviile. 

The funeral took place at I o'- 
clock Thmraday afternoon from the 
rssldsnes. Interment being la the 
Haynea burying ground.

In a state- 
ment issued recently, takes p shot 
at .fudge K. C. O'Rear, candidate 
for the Republican nomination for 
GoTsmor, and declares himself a 
supporter of the caadldaey of B. T. 
Franks. 

"He did not look omt tlie back 
fence and aay that you could not 
supprsas lawlessnsss with bayo- 
nets," he says, tsUlag of Mr. Franks' 

attitude during that period of Kso- 

tucky's history when the so-called 
night riders were destroying prop- 
erty and committing murder, and re- 
ferring to a apeech said to have been 
delivered by Judge O'tlsar la an ef- 
fort to down lawlsasnsBS. 

Further along, he says: "AboTS 
all and beyond all, we ought to nom- 
inate a man who will not allow 
night riders, murderers and scoun- 
drels to Intlmtdats whole communi- 
ties and Uke the laws In their own 
hands."

Will Potter, a negro, was dragged 
before tlM footUghU and hla body 
riddled with ballets from the guns 
of an audience of half a hundred 
determined avengert. Of about J'lo 
shots fired, nearly half entered the 
body of the black man. ami the re- 
mainder tore to ahreda the wooj- 
laad seenery, arranged for the pre-

While the mob waa doing ita work 
in the playhouae. Frank Mitchell, 32 
years old, lay at the home of hi* 
^tfaer with his life blood ebblnR 
from a ragged hole In his chest, 
wlMl#e * bullet from the negro's Kiin 
had^eBterad, ptoreing one of hie 
lunge. At a lata hour, phyateiana 
held out no hope for tiM (••overy 
of the young white man. 

The drama that had euch a bloody 
ending started with an argument In 
a poolroom between young Mitchell, 
Who la the aoB of William Mitchell, 
a'ltrenrmaa and promlaent eitlaen 
of the little town, and the negro 
Potter.

Haiti, that big West Indian 
island, or half-island, is once 
again in the throea ot a "terrible" 
rtTolutloB. 

It Is probably the moat turbulent 
country In the world. Out of its 
last 27 Presidents, 23 had either to 
flee for their lives or were assassi- 
nated or killed In battle. 

It ussd to be a French poeseaslon, 
and a maagled Freach la atlU apo- 
ken there: but for the last century 
or so It has been an Independent 
black repu'. lic, Tho Haitians be- 
lieve themselves to be the most civ- 
ilised nation on earth, but It U a 
comic opera kind of civiliiation. The 
cities, for lastaaee, are fitted np for 
electric lights, bat the electricity 
does not work, and nobody tries to 
rmake It. Haiti is so shiftless that It 
has no foreign trade to sp^ak of, so 
there are very few whites on the 
Island. The few who do live there 
keep very qnlet, for Haiti despises 
lecUng there. ■ 

No white person Is allowed to own 
land. This law alone is sufflclent to 
prevent a large white population col 
lection there. 

Haiti uaed to be known as the 
land of the Dnkes with ths absurd 
names. Some 60 years ago it start 
ed a peerage, and every peer chose 
the name whose sound struck his 
fancy. One black nobleman was the 
Duke of Marmalade, another the 
Duke of Lemonade. There waa also 
a Marquis of Oiager Pop. 

But the peerage has been abol- 
ished. Nowadaya Haiti is chiefly 
known as the land of Cenorals. Th<> 
latest statistics — which, Haiti fash 
ion, are 20 years old — show an 
army conaiating of 6,500 privates, 
7,000 regular officers aad •,R0o 
Oenerals. Thoae Oeaerals who have 
no horses, ride on mules, and the 
army Is clad In the cast-off unlforma 
of half the regiments of Europe. 
Some of the men parade without 
boota, some with cigarettes in their 
months, soaie with long sticks of 
sugar cane, some have rnsty 
swords; the rest wslking sticks. 

There a'-e many civilian Generals 
as well. Country Squires are usu- 
ally nenerals. As every respecta- 
ble Haitian has a passion for frock 
coats aad silk hats, perspiring Gen- 
erals are oftea to be seea working 
in the fields, frock-coated under a 
burning tropical sun. 

Haiti has a navy composed of six 
third-class cruisers, but even Haiti 
does not take that navy very 
seriously. When foreign vessels 
put Into Haitian ports they are 
plagued by Haltlaa tars trylag to 
sell for a few peaoe, braaswork aad 
engine room fittings. 

Haiti is steadily slipping back 
Into barbarisms. Some years ago 
the municipality of Port de PaU 
showed snfflcieat enterprise to con- 
struct waterworks. The town was 
well piped and hydrants were placed 
at short intervals all along the 
streets. Decorative fountains and 
drinking troughs were put at every 
comer. The natives were delighted. 
For a week they gave themselves up 
to fetes, balls and processions to cel- 
ebrate the great event. But at the 
end of the week they went and tore 
up the whole system. Now they tlo 
horses to the hydrants and pick 
their way In the main streets among 
fragmenta of pipee, and are happy. 
It would seem they hayeat mueh 
use for fresh water. 

There Is a grim side to Haiti's 
relapse Into savagery. Voodooism 
Is getting a greater hold than ever 
It had. Voodooism is simply a sa- 
cred form of cannilMtllam, practiced 
by high and low. At Intervals theee 
frock-coated Oenerala retire to the 
depths of the Jungle and worship 
the snake god. sacrificing rtnd eat- 
ing children In its honor. All re- 
spectable Inhabitants of Haiti hotly 
deny that this Is so, but travelers 
have aeen. At leaat two of Haiti's 
reoeat Presidents were kaowa voo- 
doo worshipers. 

Haiti is a beautiful land. It has 
a glorious climate, some of the love- 
liest mountain and forest scenery in 
the world and the most ferille of 
•oils. The Haitian is a lasy, good- 
hniPored cMld. But ramehow there 
<• en uncanny atmneohere about the 
fslsnd. and raos* of the few travelers 
who have touad their way have con-
